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75th  Annual  Report 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Seventy- 
Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Infirmary,  together  with  a  Statement  of  the 
Income  and  Expenditure  for  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  March,  1948. 

The  number  of  patients  who  received  treatment  and  advice  was  32,533* 
compared  with  29,274  last  year.  The  Waiting  List  at  the  close  of  the  year 
was  1,173,  compared  with  1,036  last  year. 

In  addition,  640  patients  were  treated  in  the  Christopher  Private 
Patients’  Home,  where  509  operations  were  performed.  The  demands 
made  upon  the  services  of  the  Home  (which  is  entirely  self-supporting)  have 
been  fully  maintained,  and  at  times  there  has  been  a  waiting  list  for  admission. 

360  patients  have  been  transferred  to  Sunnyside  Annexe,  Southport, 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

It  is  now  generally  known  that  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  appointed  day  for  the  taking  over  of  the  Hospitals  by  the  State 
has  been  fixed  for  5th  July,  1948.  Assuming  this  is  carried  out  this  will 
be  the  last  Annual  Report  presented  by  the  Board  of  Management  as  at 
present  constituted. 

The  Infirmary  was  opened  by  Their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales  on  4th  June,  1873,  and  for  seventy-five  years  has  continued 
its  beneficent  work  for  the  inhabitants  of  Wigan  and  the  surrounding  Town¬ 
ships  with  the  wholehearted  support  it  has  received  throughout  the  years 
from  all  sections  of  the  community.  The  names  of  the  various  Wards  recall 
the  benefactors  of  those  earlier  years  of  the  Institution’s  history,  culminating 
with  the  munificent  gift  of  the  Private  Patients’  Home  by  the  late  Mr.  G.  A. 
Christopher.  The  Annual  Reports  from  1874  onwards  provide  a  fascinating 
story  of  the  advancement  of  medical  science  and  the  relief  of  humem  suffering, 
with  a  wonderful  record  of  voluntary  service  so  freely  given  by  countless 
numbers  in  all  walks  of  life.  The  Board  record  their  deepest  gratitude  for 
this  splendid  support,  which  has  ena>bled  them  to  continue  to  build  up  the 
resources  of  the  Infirmary  to  the  present  high  level.  Unfortunately  the 
outbreak  of  war  prevented  the  carrying  out  of  the  many  urgently  needed 
extensions  as  planned,  and  the  unexpected  post-war  difficulties  have  caused 
further  delay.  This  has  been  a  source  of  great  disappointment,  as  the  Board 
are  fully  conscious  of  the  inadequate  size  of  the  Hospital  to  meet  the  present 
day  needs.  In  the  circumstances,  the  great  amount  of  work  performed 
is  remarkable,  as  will  be  realised  from  the  various  statistics  contained  in  the 
Report.  The  Infirmary  will  doubtless  be  destined  to  continue  its  great  work 
under  the  new  regime,  and  the  Board  trust  that  the  kindly  spirit  and  tradi¬ 
tions  associated  with  it  will  ever  be  perpetuated.  The  Regional  Board  are 
taking  over  a  great  heritage,  and  the  Board  wish  them  well  in  their  onerous 
task  of  co-ordinating  and  developing  the  health  services  of  this  important 
industrial  area. 
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The  Board  extend  their  congratulations  to  the  Chairman  (Mr.  Frank  W. 
Boggis),  on  his  election  as  a  member  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

The  Board  were  invited  to  submit  names  of  members  whom  they 
desire  to  recommend  to  serve  on  the  Local  Hospital  Management  Committee 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Four  names 
have  been  submitted,  including  a  Contributory  Scheme  representative.  The 
Medical  Board  have  similarly  submitted  three  names  of  members  of  the 
Visiting  Medical  Staff. 

Sunnyside  Annexe,  Southport. 

The  future  of  Sunnyside  Annexe,  Southport,  after  the  taking  over  of 
the  Hospitals  by  the  State  has  caused  the  Board  much  concern  as  it  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  Southport  Group  of  Hospitals  under  the  Liverpool  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
that  Sunnyside  should  be  retained  as  an  Annexe  of  the  Infirmary  to  be 
administered  by  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  which  is  to  be 
appointed  for  the  Wigan  Group  of  Hospitals.  As  a  result  it  has  been  agreed 
for  the  time  being  that  the  Annexe  should  be  used  by  the  Infirmary  as  in 
the  past,  also  that  appropriate  representation  on  the  separate  House  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  Annexe  will  be  afforded  to  members  of  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment  and  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  which  will  administer  the 
Group  of  Hospitals  including  the  Infirmary.  Whilst  these  decisions  have 
not  completely  met  the  desires  of  the  Board  they  ewe  pleased  their  repre¬ 
sentations  have  been  met  to  this  extent.  The  Annexe  has  been  acquired 
and  equipped  by  the  Infirmary  at  a  cost  of  £45,000  for  the  use  of  our  patients, 
to  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  Infirmary  beds  as  well  as  to  provide  a  Pre¬ 
liminary  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  to  be  faced  with  the  loss  of  these 
services  to  the  Wigan  area  after  financing  and  establishing  the  Annexe  with 
the  enormous  amount  of  work  involved,  made  the  Board  feel  fully  justified 
in  making  their  strong  representations. 

The  names  of  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Medical  Board,  who  were  recommended  to  serve  on  the  Southport 
Hospital  Management  Committee  have  been  submitted  to  the  Liverpool 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  are  making  the  appointments. 

The  Board  have  made  arrangements  with  Dr.  Olga  Millington,  who  is 
in  practice  in  Southport,  to  act  as  Medical  Officer  to  the  Annexe. 

Shortage  of  Nurses  and  Midwives. 

The  serious  shortage  of  nurses  and  midwives  throughout  the  country 
continues  to  be  a  cause  of  great  anxiety.  The  Matron  will  be  pleased  to 
interview  and  advise  applicants  who  are  desirous  of  becoming  Student  Nurses 
at  the  Infirmary. 

Student  Nurses  Training  Period. 

The  Board  have  approved  of  the  period  of  training  for  Student  Nurses 
being  reduced  from  four  to  three  years,  which  is  the  recognized  period 
recommended  by  the  General  Nursing  Council. 

Blood  Donors. 

There  is  still  an  urgent  need  for  more  blood  donors  and  volunteers  should 
kindly  communicate  with  Dr.  J.  L.  Dales,  at  the  Department  of  Pathology 
at  the  Infirmary.  The  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Centre  at  Liverpool 
continues  to  supply  our  needs, and  the  Board  are  most  grateful  for  this  service. 
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The  blood  supplied  to  the  Liverpool  Bank  by  local  donors  does  not  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Infirmary.  This  is  a  very  unsatisfactory  position,  as  we  are 
drawing  upon  the  blood  given  by  donors  from  other  districts.  The  Board 
feel  that  if  this  is  fully  realized  many  more  local  donors  will  desire  to  help. 
Bull  opportunity  for  this  will  be  given  during  the  week  5th  June  to  i2th  June, 
1948,  when  a  campaign  is  being  held  in  Wigan  for  the  enrolment  of  donors. 
The  Board  earnestly  ask  for  a  generous  response  to  this  special  appeal. 

Retirement  o!  General  Superintendent  and  Secretary. 

Mr.  A.  Stanley  Brunt,  General  Supt.  and  Secretary,  will  be  retiring  in 
July  next  after  43  years’  service  in  voluntary  hospitals,  the  last  27£  years  of 
which  have  been  spent  in  his  present  appointment.  Mr.  T.  W.  Hurst, 
Assistant  House  Governor  and  Secretary,  Leeds  General  Infirmary,  has  been 
appointed  to  succeed  him. 

During  this  period  of  over  a  quarter  of  a  century’  Mr.  Brunt  has  rendered 
outstanding  service  to  the  Infirmary,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  improvements 
to  the  services  and  extensions  to  the  buildings  during  his  term  of  office — 
changes  which  have  resulted  in  making  this  hospital  one  of  the  busiest  general 
hospitals  in  the  North  West  Region.  Tribute  should  be  paid  to  his  wise 
administration  during  the  difficult  years  of  the  war,  when,  in  spite  of  shortage 
of  staff  and  delay  in  supply  of  equipment  and  materials,  the  work  of  the 
hospital  was  smoothly  maintained.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Management 
have  appreciated  his  wise  counsel  and  kindliness,  and  will  always  retain  a 
very  pleasant  memory  of  his  years  of  office.  It  is  their  sincere  wish  that 
he  may  have  many  years  of  happy  and  well-earned  retirement. 


Education  Act,  1944. 

Various  consultations  have  been  held  with  the  Local  Authorities  in 
connection  with  the  medical  treatment  of  School  Children  as  provided  under 
the  Act,  for  which  no  payments  have  as  yet  been  received.  The  amounts 
outstanding  are  very  considerable  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  settlement  will  be 
reached  in  the  near  future  to  enable  this  very  unsatisfactory  position  to 
be  cleared  up.

The  Maintenance  Account  Income  shows  a  decrease  of  £1,606  6s.  5d. 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,  and  the  Maintenance  Account  Expendi¬ 
ture  has  increased  by  £21,571  8s.  3d.  This  continued  increase  is  due  to 
the  further  increases  in  salaries  and  wages  awarded  by  the  various  bodies 
set  up  to  consider  wages  and  conditions  of  service  ;  payments  to  the  Visiting 
Medical  Staff ;  the  continued  increase  in  the  cost  of  Hospital  commodities 
generally,  and  to  the  purchase  of  special  equipment.  The  Purchase  Tax 
is  an  additional  burden,  and  the  Board  are  disappointed  that  special  con¬ 
cessions  have  not  been  extended  to  Hospitals  in  this  matter. 

In  view  of  the  serious  deterioration  in  the  financial  position  the  Board 
deemed  it  advisable  to  sell  £53,098  8s.  5d.  2|%  National  War  Bonds,  1954/56. 
This  realised  £53,195  19s.  7d.,  and  this  amount  has  been  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Maintenance  Account. 

The  following  investment  became  redeemable  during  the  year,  and  this 
amount  has  also  been  credited  to  the  Maintenance  Account  : — 

£2,557  6s.  8d.  3%  Conversion  Stock,  1948/53. 

These  transactions  should  enable  the  Board  to  meet  all  commitments 
until  the  Infirmary  is  taken  over  by  the  State. 


Cost  of  Occupied  Bed. 

The  average  cost  per  bed  occupied  daily  during  the  year  (after  allowing 
for  out-patients)  was  £415  3s.  4d.,  compared  with  £315  3s.  Od.  during 
the  preceding  year  ;  an  increase  of  £100  Os.  4d.  per  bed.

Out-Patient  Department. 

The  cost  per  out-patient  during  the  year  was  13s.  4|-d.  compared  with 
11s*  7  jd.  during  the  preceding  year;  an  increase  of  Is.  9d.  per  out-patient. 


Annual  Subscriptions. 

Annual  Subscriptions  totalled  £1,615  11s.  Sd.  (last  year  £2,085  2s.  6d.). 
This  includes  £166  6s.  5d.  being  the  amount  of  tax  recovered  last  year 
under  Covenanted  Subscriptions. 

The  decrease  is  attributable  to  the  discontinuance  of  several  large 
subscriptions,  notably  £350  from  the  Wigan  Coal  Corporation,  which  has  not 
been  renewed  by  the  National  Coal  Board. 


Hospital  Sunday. 

The  total  of  the  Collections  made  in  Churches,  Chapels  and  Schools 
was  £944  14s.  9d.,  an  increase  of  £5  7s.  7d.,  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
The  splendid  co-operation  of  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  the  various  Churches 
is  highly  appreciated.  Collections  have  been  discontinued  in  several  Churches 
in  view  of  the  impending  taking  over  of  the  Infirmary  by  the  State. 
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Contributory  Scheme. 

The  amount  received  from  the  Contributory  Scheme  was  £34,317  9s.  8d.,. 
an  increase  of  £1,674  11s.  6d.  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  approxi¬ 
mate  number  of  contributors  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  65,000. 

Under  the  reciprocal  arrangements  with  other  Hospitals  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  contributors  under  the  Scheme  payments  amounting  to  £5,005  4s.  Id. 
have  been  received  in  respect  of  their  contributors  treated  here,  and 
corresponding  payments  amounting  to  £4,999  3s.  7d.  have  been  made  for 
the  treatment  of  our  contributors.  Including  these  payments  the  total 
amount  received  was  £39,322  13s.  9d.,  compared  with  £38,519  14s.  8d.  the 
previous  year. 

The  Board  are  desirous  of  expressing  their  warmest  thanks  to  all  con¬ 
tributors  and  collectors,  and  other  voluntary  workers  who  have  materially 
assisted  in  making  this  excellent  result  possible.  They  are  also  grateful  to 
the  many  employers  for  their  kind  co-operation  and  support. 


Patients’  Contributions.

These  very  successful 
arrangements  have  been  in  operation  for  over  twenty  years,  and  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  Authorities  concerned. 

Tinfoil  and  “Silver”  Paper. 

The  collection  of  Tinfoil  and  “  Silver  ”  Paper  has  greatly  declined  for 
obvious  reasons,  but  the  large  quantity  of  13  tons  19  cwts.  45  lbs.  has  been 
received  since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme.  As  a  result  the  Infirmary 
has  benefited  to  the  extent  of  £341  6s.  5d. 

Extensions  and  Improvements. 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  Sunnysicle  Annexe, 
Knowsley  Road,  Southport,  is  now  in  more  extensive  use.  We  commenced 
to  transfer  patients  on  18th  July  last.  Since  that  time  until  31st  March, 
360  patients  have  been  admitted  to  the  Annexe,  which  has  afforded  some 
relief  to  the  high  pressure  under  which  the  Infirmary  has  been  working 
throughout  the  year. 

Additional  apparatus  has  been  provided  for  the  X-Ray  and  Physio- 
Therapy  Departments,  also  for  the  Laboratory.  Further  valuable  equip¬ 
ment  has  been  installed  in  the  Operating  Theatre,  including  the  latest 
anaesthesia  and  diathermy  apparatus. 

Amongst  our  many  needs  the  most  urgent  is  the  provision  of  an  addi¬ 
tional  operating  theatre,  which  w?,s  part  of  the  extensions  deferred  at  the 
outbreak  of  war.  The  Board  are  endeavouring  to  obtain  the  necessary  permits 
for  this  vitally  important  extension  to  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible. 

After  very  successful  experiments  in  two  of  the  Wards  with  fluorescent 
lighting  the  Board  have  decided  to  install  this  system  throughout  the  re¬ 
mainder.  of  the  Wards  and  various  Departments,  etc.  It  is  expected  the- 
installation  will  be  completed  during  the  summer  months.

Mr.  Cyril  E.  Marsden  has  been  elected  as  the  Board’s  representative  on 
the  Cotton  Districts  Convalescent  Fund  Board  for  a  further  period  of  three 
years.

Mr.  J.  A.  Watson  has  resigned  his  appointment  as  an  Honorary  Con¬ 
sulting  Surgeon. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Sutton  resigned  his  position  as  a  temporary  Visiting  Physician, 
and  Dr.  R.  H.  Taylor  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  until  the  return  of  Dr. 
Ronald  Ellis  from  his  term  of  military  service. 

The  Board  have  completed  their  review  of  the  visiting  medical  staff 
appointments,  and  their  arrangements  with  the  various  Consultants  and 
Specialists. 

In  connection  with  these  important  changes  the  Board  desire  to  place 
on  record  their  high  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  for  so  long  a  period.  With  the  changed  conditions  the  re¬ 
placement  of  the  Honorary  Staff  by  Visiting  Consultants  became  inevitable 
but  their  voluntary  services  are  gratefully  remembered.

Mr.  C.  B.  Linfoot,  Assistant  Secretary,  Rotherham  Hospital,  was  appointed 
to  succeed  him.
